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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 

U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 

Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or 
(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before 
the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Magario (US Pub. #2002/0031 567A1). 

3. Regarding claim 1 , Magario discloses a control device for a plastics 
processing machine, in particular for an injection molding machine, having 
machine components to be controlled, comprising: a controller operatively 
coupled to the machine components (see figs. 1 and 2, element 1 1 ); at least one 
machine interface (see fig. 2, elements (104a-109a)) adapted to communicate 
operating signals and status signals between the controller and the machine 
components; stationary controls for displaying status signals and for entering 
operating signals (see fig. 2, element 207) and a communication device adapted 
to exchange via a wireless communication network operating information and 
status information between the controller and a remote input/output. device (see 
fig. 2, element 208). 
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4. Regarding claim 2, Magario further discloses the communication device 
formed as an interface between the controller and the wireless communication 
network and converts the status signals into the status information having a data 
format compatible with the wireless communication network, and the operating 
information having a data format compatible with the wireless communication 
network into the operating signals (see fig.2, paragraph 0030). 

5. Regarding claims 3-5, Magario further discloses the communication 
device includes a device for speech recognition, speech generation, and 
transmitting and receiving the status and operating information in an Internet- 
compatible protocol (see paragraphs 30-41). 

6. Regarding claims 6-10, these claims are rejected for the same reasons 
applied above rejected claims 1-5.
